San FRAK0I8C0, Jan, 22.— F. M. Hatch, 
miuiator of foreign affairs of the Hawaiian 
republic, sailed for Honolulu yesterday, 
Mr. Hatoh la rnahlog home to lend assist- 
anoe to tho government. Ho deplores tho 
ooudition of uflaira at Honolulu, and declarei 
that Hawaii haa many important questions 
to deal with in ita coining hlatory. Ho 
thinks tho rebellion wi!i bo short-lived, tho 
provisional government is strong enough to 
oope;with tbe malcontents, and he expeota 
to and the whites in complete control on hia 
arrival at Honolulu, Wilcox has been 
stirrlcg up strife for a long time. It is true 
that a groat many of the royalists are Kog- 
liah subjects. This may lead to oomplioa- 
tions, but there is no other oonrie to pur- 
sue but to punish tbe oonspiratora, whether 
the offenders be English, German or Ameri- 
can,

days and reach Honolulu about Saturday. 
The Bailing of thoOoeanio ateamor Australia 
waa poatpoDod until Monday. She htta a 
small paseengor liat.

take poBseasioQ of the Island of Maul. This 
was written on the back of an 
npald whisky bill of $13 due Sea- 
born Luce by WIIoox. The prisoner 
was brought into town and the 
note turned over to tbe marshal, 
Juab how the rebela intended to capture the 
Kaala is not known, but it la eafe to predict 
that tho tug will reach hor in time to pre- 
vent any anch action. If not, and the plans 
of the revolutioniats bo carried out, then the 
tug will follow the steamer and party to 
Maui, In view of such a contingency, fuel 
•ufSolent for several days ateamlnt; was pnt 
on board, together with ample proTislons, 
blankets and ammunition. 

In all. Including the prisoners of war and 
the . oonipirators, the government has over 
IGO' men In prieoB, all having some 
connootion with tbe rebellion. 

Robert WIIoox and his few followers are 
in hiding in the brush on the east side of 
Nuuana valley. They have retreated as far 
as they oan and nothing remains for them 
but death by starvation or snrrender. It is 
generally believed that the leader wilt 
not give himself up and will fight 
to the last. Wlloox haa always 
bsen prominent in revolationary move- 
ments. He has been a member of the 
legislature. During Kalakana's|2reign he 
was sent to Italy for military inatrnotion. 
Go his return he instigated an ansnccesaful 
revolution to overthrow the King, He was 
tried by an Hawaiian jury and acquitted. 
Sam Nowlein is a half-white, and, at tho 
time of tho revolution of 1893, waa comman- 
der-in-ohiof of the (,!aeon'o armed forces- 
That the robela are located In Nuuanu ia 
almost certain aa their tracks could bo eeen 
at the head o( Manoa. Tho men aro sur- 
rounded by government foroea ; one party is 
Stationed at Koolau, another at tho Pali, 
while Nunanu Valley la well guarded. 

LoKDON, Jan. 22 — Theophilua DavicB,who 
acoompanied the Hawaiian I'rinceas Kaiu- 
lani to the United States on tho occaaion of 
her proteat against the overthrow of the 
Hawaiian throne, was asked to-day by a 
representative of the United Freaa for an 
expression of opinion on the recent attempt 
to restore the monarchy. Daviea aays 
" I cannot make any statement. The time 
ia past for this, I am deeply grieved by the 
laat oowB from the Hawaiian Islands, and 
capecially at the death of Carter, for whom 
I had personally a warm regard." As 
Daviea is the gnardian of the Princess 
Kauilani his remarks may be taken as 
evidence that the young woman has aban- 
doned any idea of further claiming hnr 
ricthts. Tho I'rinccaa through Mr. Davioa 
doolinoa to speak on tho subject or to be 
interviewed. 

Mr. HofToung, the Hawaiian consul gen 
oral in Loudon, haa received a diapatch from 
Mr. Uamon, tho Hawaiian miniator of 
Snanco, stating that tbe rebellion in Ha- 
waii has been entirely suppressed and that 
communication botween the different islands 
h&J been reaumcd. 

I'op.T TowNHKNi), Jan, 22. — Captain Gal 
houn, of tho barkentino Archer, who haa 
sailed to and from tho Hawaiian islands for 
the last twenty years and is personally 
acquainted with all the chnraotera in the 
Honolulu inaurroction, aaya : 

" I beliovo that tho proaent trouble will 
reault in ex Queon Liliuokalani being banish 
ed from tbe Islands. Suoh a acntimont has 
been fermenting for some time in the event 
of any further trouble occurring, Tho pro- 
aent government is stable, able and deter 
mined, and It Can be relied upon that Preal 
dont Dole will aob wisely and protect the 
honor and autonomy of tho lalanda."

STILL MISSING. 



(From Our Own Correspondent,) 
OriAWil, Jan. 22 —A despatch from 
Washington stating thnt Great Britain and 
the United States have agreed upon the 
regulations which aro to govern the Behring 
•ea seal fisheries during the season of 1805, 
haa created considerable aorpriae here. In 
official oirclea nothing whatever is known of 
it. Sir Charles Tuppor stated to-night that 
he could not believe the statement to be 
true. It la well known that last 
year Canada objooted to the provision 
for the sealing of orms on Canadian 
schooners, and it is believed that strong rep- 
resentations were recently forwarded to tho 
home government, pointing out the injus- 
tice whioh a provision of this kind worked, 
last year, against Canadian sealing ves- 
sels, and protesting against a similar ar- 
rangement being made for the coming 
season, Washington telegraphic despatches 
include this obnoxloas provision in the list 
of regulations which it is alleged have been 
adopted. 

Inquiry was made at the customs depart- 
ment to-day with reference to a recent order 
on subject of outward manifests. It appears 
that in acme porta theae outward manifests 
have been regarded ai confidential docu- 
ments, while at other porta they are exposed 
upon the counter of the abipping office thus 
affording opportunity for the examination 
by the public of the d'stails of 
tbe variona shipments. A complaint 
reached the department hire from 
certain British Colambia ahippers that 
thia public handibig of the mani> 
feata waa an iojary to them, aa it led to 
the exposure of their business to rival oom- 
petitora. Collectors of customs have there- 
fore been notified that tbe manifesta of out- 
ward vcasola are not tc bo conaidered as pub- 
lic dooumonta. They are authorized, how- 
ever, to supply the preas, when required, 
with a Bummary of expcrta with 
details as to tho namea of tho veaeols, as 
well aa a desoription of tho quantity and 
valuea of the goods exported, but nothing 
more. Outward manlfeats aro not to bo 
available for examination by others than 
tho oflicers of tho customs dopartment or 
the particular merchants concerned in each 

OUBO. 

Manitoba will receive an Increaao in her 
annual subsidy of §30,000 based on the esti- 
mated increase in hor population of 38,000 
since the census of 1891. It appears that a 
distinct promiae waa given to Hon. Mr. 
Norqnay ihat an arrangement ahould bo 
made every two and a half years, and al- 
thongh the subsidy act is not very explicit, 
the government feels in honor bound to ful- 
fil the pledge. This arrangement will con- 
tinue until the population reaches 400,000. 
It is placed at 190,000 at present.

DESTROYED BY EARTHQDAKE- 

The Town of Knchan a Second Time Itnzed to 
tho Ground. 

London, Jan. 22 —Tho Timoa has a dis- 
patch from Teheran, tho capital of Poreia, 
stating the town of Kuohan, in the provinoo 
of Khorasan, whioh was destroyed by an 
earthquako fourteen months ago, and whioh 
was eubscquontly rebuilt, was again de* 
atroycd by an earthquake shock on Thurs- 
day last. There waa, os on tho previous oc- 
casion, groat loss of life. Ono hundred wo- 
men who were in a buthhouae wore crushed 
to death by tho falling building. Tho 
weathoi' was IntonBoly cold, and thia in- 
oreoaes the aufforinfiB of tho aurvivora, 
whoao housea were deatroyed. Tho 
dispatch adds that four diatinot 
shooka were felt at Moahed within 
throe daya. None of theso shocks, however, 
were of suffioionb strength to do any 
damage, Kuohan lies at the foot of the 
Shah Jahan Kuh, a mountain 11,000 foot 
high. The town, whioh is about eight miles 
northwest of Meshed, la 3, COO feet above sea 
level. It Is, or was, an important place, 
being on tho route to Shirvan. The popula- 
tion prior to the earthquake of 189,'), which 
dostroyod ovory homo In tho plaoe, waa bo- 
bwoon 20,000 and 25,000. Tho official report 
of tho dtaastor pUoea tho number of poraona 
killed at 12,000, Fifty thousand head of 
cattle perished in the valley at the head of 
whioh Kuohan is situated. From Novem- 
ber 7 to 27 there were' 127 diatinot ahooka, 
lb waa the firat ihook that deatroyed the 
town, , 



MagrlBtrate Flanta Has Not Yet Beea 
Locatea-Offieers Still 
Hnntlngr. 

Continuation of the Inquiry— City 
Clerk Gonfirh's Little Loan 
of ?500, 

Nanaimo, Jan. 22.— The steamer Eapor- 
anzi with tho officers has not returned from 
its aearob for the missing Magistrats Planta, 
and the anppoaition ia that they moat haye 
secured some clue, on which they are work- 
ing, or they would have returned by this 
time. 

The Investigation into the afr.iira of tho 
abaont man still coatinuca. Moat of hia 
papers were left in the hands of his son, A. 
E. Planta, and these have been turned over 
to the court, so that in a short time the ex- 
act condition of his uffaira will be known. 
Id is said that the papers will show a abort- 
age of from §8,000 to $10,000. To-day T. 
R E. Mclnnia stated to tbo court! that) he 
appeared for Mr. Planta on certain matters 
and for C. C. MoKonzio in others. 

C. C. McKenzie stated that ho was as- 
signee of tho estate of J. P. Planto. His 
deed of assignment waa dated Jan. 15, 1895. 

A. E. Planta atatod that tho deed and 
other papora liad been given him on Friday 
morning. Tho papcra in the oaao of Rosa 
va. Planta were then produced. This waa a 
suit for $200 undor tbe proviaiona of the 
Magiatratea' aot, for failure to make aemi- 
annual returna. 

Mr. Rosa atated that the police were 
bothering him, had arreated his boya and he 
had tried to find somo way to atop the 
matter. Ho finally admitted thot he had re- 
ceived §50 from Mr. Molnnis. He did not 
know where it had come from. He thought 
it was in the way of a return of fines whioh 
he had paid for bis sons. After considerable 
aparringbetween Mr. Bodwell and Mr. Moln- 
nis as to the right of questions on mattera 
between a client and bis solioitors, 

Joaeph Hoekina told hia atory of the anita 
taken agalnat Mr. Planta, but the witness 
had nothing to do with them. He woe 
present when the $50 was paid over to Mr. 
Ross, and he, witness, understood that it 
waa a return of money paid in the shape of 
fines by him. 

Mr, McRlnnon recalled to explain the 
matter of $158, a«id he had paid $38 for the 
opium, $35 apiece to two Informera, and the 
balance, $50, he had kept for himeelf. He 
thought that by right he was entitled to $50. 
The opium he afterward returned to the 
Chinese in accordeuce with Mr. Planta'a in- 
structions. 

Mr, Marshall said he had heard of a pro- 
posal to prosecute Mr, Planta for not mak- 
ing his semi-annual returns, and had been 
asked to join in proceedings, bub had de- 
clined doing ao. Hia object had been bo 
get certain policemen off tha force. He 
heard in this connection that Mr. Planta 
bad been up to the lawyer's office and 
offered to settle the case for $500, and 
further, to secure the dismlaaal of an ob- 
jeotionable policeman. Hoekina had given' 
him the information. 

Hoskins recalled, said he had overheard 
Mr. Planta make the offer in Mr. Mclnnes' 
office. The offer was that he would pay 
$£00, and that Gibbs should go off the force. 
This conversation took place the day that 
he received the summons, 

Mr, Bodwell and Mr. Mclnnes had an- 
other long discussion aa to how muoh bad 
been received from Mr. Planta. 

Witness refused to anawer on the ground 
of violating the oonfidence of a client. 

City Clerk Gongh waa reoalled to teatify 
regarding Mr. Flanta'a appointment aa 
magistrate. 

Judge Harriaon — Waa Mr. Planta ever 
paid $1000 salary ?

Vancocvek, Jan. 22.— Thero are lodtoa- 
tiona that the visit) of Lord Swanaea will 
mean a ((reat deal for Yaooonver. lb 
ii rumored on good aathority that tlie oom- 
pany His Lordship tepreBente intend to 
build a smelter in Vanoonver, or In oloie 
vicinity, that a company had been organized 
to develop the copper mines of tho province, 
Bhould such mines bo found ; that Indioa- 
tiona of large deposits had already been 
fonnd and would bo vporked, and that tho 
copper of Britiah Columbia would prove 
more valuuble than gold to tho province. 

This year a strong cft'ort is cxpeoted to be 
made to purify tho social atmoephero of Van- 
couver, Buppresa gambling, and keep the 
liquor men well within tho law. Tho now 
board of llaense oommiasionera have warned 
saloon, shop and hotel men that the rogula- 
tiona are to bo strictly enforced. Rev. Mr. 
Pedley, in uddreesinR the oounoil last night, 
said that tho ahiulow of men playing for 
staltoa in difleront parts of Vancouver could 
bo almoat aoon on the window blinds, and 
the council was also appealed to by tho min- 
laters to stamp out tho social evil and keep 
the Chinese under etriot surveillance. 

The eteamer Thistle chartered by the 
Viatoiia Fish Co, ie transhipping fish for tho 
east at Taooma. Tho other two companies 
thought it wiser to remain with tho C P R.

R. J. Chalmers of Manitcu, and W. Fares 
of Emerson, Man., are here to post them- 
aelves on the buainean and prospucta of tho 
provinoe. 

Mr. Billamy is boring for ooal at Sumaa 
Prairie. He has reaohed a depth of 300 
feet, but ooal has not yet been fonnd m 
workable quantities. 

The underwriters are Isauiog notices that 
in the largo buildings of Vancouver inaured 
by them no smoking will be allowed except 
at tho policy holder's risk. 

Tho viait of Bishop Lemmens, of Vie- 
toria, haa boon one of great interest to 
Roman Catholioa in Vancouver. On Sun- 
day at the Church of Our Lady of the 
Rosary pontifioal high maaa waa celebrated 
and conducted by the Bishop. Rev. Father 
EuDimelin preached a sermon on the feast of 
the day. In the evening solemn vespers 
were held. The ooUeotion taken up will 
pay for more than half the necessary im- 
provementa on the church. Bishop Lem- 
mena preached from thn text, " Consider 
the Lilies," and very favorably impressed 
the immense congregation. 

The aldermen are exercised over the al- 
leged nneqaal division of the Daroey island 
gOTernment grant, and have Instructed the 
finance committee to report. 

There is an increased activity in the lum- 
ber bosiness in Vanoonver. The Chilian 
bark Hindostan has arrived to load at 
Moody ville mill for GhUI.

APPEAL TO PfilTT COUNCIL 



Larseu & Co. Granted Leave to Take 
Tlieir Case to Eng- 
land. 



Juilgment of the Supreme Coart From 
Whleh tbe Appeal Is 
Taken- 



On behalf of P. Larsen & Co, plaintlfTa in 
Larsen v, Manhattan Trust Co & Fort Shop 
ptrd Railtvay, Mr. A. E. MePbiUipa, on 
Monday applied before Justices Croaeo and 
MoCrtlghb under tho Privy Council rules of 
court issued at Windsor in 1887 for leave to 
appeal fo^the Privy Council. Appellant's 
applica'ion asks to appeal from the judge 
of tho Supremo court delivered Jan 12, af 
firming tho County court judgment of Judge 
Spinka diaallowing the meohanica' lion of 
plaintiff on the Nelson &. Fort Sheppard 
Railway; also that it bo ordered that tbe 
execution of judgment be suspended pend 
Ing the appeal that security for oosta of 
appeal be fixed and tbe time when same 
must bo given. 

Leave to appeal granted, appellant's coun 
ael undertaking that aeonrity bo given for 
oosts of appeal namely $2,500, within six 
weeks and execution of judgment is sue 
pended Ipending appeal. Lien to be dis 
oharged meantime upon respondents giving 
aeourity for S200,000. Mr. A. E. MoFhIl- 
lipi for appellant; Messrs Davie & Hunter 
for respondents. 

Following is the text of Mr. Justice 
C.-eaae'i judgment in the appeal before him 
and Mr. Justice McCreight on Jan. 12, 

(In tho Suprome Court— Before Mr, JusUco 
Crease and Mr. Jualioo McCreight,) 

Laraen v. Nelson & Fort Sheppard Ry,, 
Manhattan Trust Co. et nl. This is an ap 
peal from the judgment of a County court 
judge readered Bgaiost tha plaintiffs in an 
action for the enforcement of a lien under 
the B.C. lien act, 1891, c»p, 23, by the 
plaintifTs aa sub-oontractora with Daniel C 
Corbin, the oontraotor, for aupplying the 
materiala and labor for the eonstruotion of 
the Nelson & Fort Sheppard Railway. 

Tbe lien Is for (318,000. The contract 
was dated 11th April, 1803, and the work 
was finished on or abont the 10th January, 
1894. 

The facta of tbe case as gathered from 
tho admissions of tho lien affidavit and 
those freely made by counsel on both sides 
are aulTiuiently aot forth In tho judgment of 
my brother McCreight, with a peruaal of 
whioh I have been favored and in whioh I 
concur, ao that I need not rcaapilulato them 
hero. 

Tho turning point of tho caao appeara to 
be thia : Whether under the facta aubmit- 
ted and admitted which appoar sutHoiont- 
ly full for the purpose and the 
statutory provisions. Provincial and Do- 
minion, Incorporating and governing the 
railway In question such an undertaking 
can properly become the aubjoot of a 
meohanics' lien at all. 

After a long and oarofai oonsidoration of 
the facts and tho arguments of tbe learned 
counsel on both aidea and a oompariaon of 
the B.C. mechanica lien act, the variona 
provisions and sections of the aot incorpor- 
ating this railway compakny In 1891, the 
B. C. railway aot of 1890, particularly aeo- 
tlon 9, snb-seotlons 3, 8, 10 and 17, the Do- 
minion aot of Inoorporatlon 66 Vic. Cap. 57, 
and partlonlarly of the railway aot of 
Canada. 1888, seotionB 03 to 96 and 278 to 
280, I am forced to the conclusion that the 
Nelson k Fort Sheppard railway was not 
intooded to be and cannot be made tho sub- 
joot of a mechanics' lion. An examination 
Into the requirements cf the various sections 
of the Dominion aota which now govern it, 
aa if the company had originally derived its 
authority to construct and operate its rail- 
road from tho parliament of Canada, and aa 
though it were a railrond oooatruotcd or to 
bo conatruotod under tho authority of an 
aot, are so entirely at vnrianco with tho idea 
of mooh»nioa' llona thereon and a fortiori of 
tho enormoua lien of §318,000, bo long 
latent, that it is impossible to oonsidor the 
two aa existing together, and tho Dominion 
legislation on tho aubjeob therefore muat 
prevail. 

A public railway which it may bo ob- 
served on passant has been doolared to bo a 
work for tho general advantage of Canada, 
though I do not lay undue strees on that — 
guided as it is by and subject to the provi- 
■ions of the railway acts I have mentioned — 
ia saved from the disastrons resalta whioh 
would follow the admiaaion of a 
liability snob as that olalmed here, 
which might bo unlimited in amount, a long 
time latent, and at tho mOBt inoonvenieot 
timo spring Into lifo, and the existence of 
whioh would sap the railway company's 
oredlb and borrowing powers, cripple Its re- 
■ouroes and operation, and not only impair 
iti ability to afford a now indispensable 
mode of locomotion to tho general public but 
possibly threaten ita very oxlBtonoo. On a 
railway estoblLhed, oonjtruoted and operat- 
ed under tho aota above referred to which 
govern tho Fort Sheppard and Nolscn Rail- 
way Company, tho moohauios' lion cannot 
and does not exist. 

Tho ablo and oxhaustivo arguments of Mr. 
Gordon Hunter on behalf of the bondholders 
and tho learned counsel on tho other side, 
are so fully dleouaaed by my learned brother 
in hIa judgment, that I um unable to add 
anything useful to his obaorvatlona, save 
that I entirely concur with him in the rea- 
sons he has advunood and in tbe aoncluaion 
that tho judgment of the learned County 
oourt judgo now under appeal (the reasons 
given for whioh I do not follow) should bo 
and is hereby confirmed, and tbe appeal 
dismissed with costs.

Interestlnir Sketch of His Early Life 
and Subsequcut Political 
Career. 



A Higli.Class Parliamentarian Who 
May Be Trusted to Fill His 
High Office, 



When Sir John Thompson died. His Ex- 
oeUese; the Govarnor-Genecftl plAced tho 
reina of administration in the hands of 
widely known and familiar figure in th^ 
politioul history of Canada ; and the faob ia 
worthy of Bpocial accontuatioa that this 
oboico met with Ronoral commendation. 
Popular oxpeotation was completely aatia- 
fied when Sir Mackenzie Boirell was oalled 
to the Premiership. He had been a minis- 
ter of the Crown without Interruption ainoe 
the formation of the cabinet of 1878, when 
the late Sir John Maodonald was returned 
to power after an unprecedented victory at 
the poll). H a long experience in the ad- 
ministration of pubiio affairs, his unfalter- 
ing pursuit of duty, his restless induacry, 
his unquestionable sagacity, hia abhorreooo 
of waato or extravagance, hia anwavering 
patriotiam, and, above all, his tnoorrnptible 
integrity, wore widely rtcofinized. In more 
ways than one ho had shown himself a 
statesman who oloarly graaped the moana 
which could beat shape tho progroaa and 
destiny of hia country. Moreovor, hia al- 
legiance to tho principles and Iraditiona of 
the Conaorvative party waa unimpoaoliablo. 
Those, and other qunlitioa were gonuraliy 
hold to fit him above many other mon in 
public life for the trust) which Ilia Exool- 
loncy aaited him to asBume. 

Sir MttclicDzio 15ov/ell began lifo aa a poor 
boy, and hia rise to tho oxaltod poaitlou 
which ho now ocoupioa has niaoy helpful 
and encouraging loaaona to tho youog men 
of Canada who have nothing but their hands 
and brains with which to make their way in 
the v/orld. Ho is in every aonao of the term 
a " self made man." Ho waa but 10 years 
of age when, in 1833, he came with his par- 
ents from England to the county of Hast- 
ings. He was born at Ricktnghall, and 
spent his early boyhood at Waluham Lo Wil- 
lows, in Suffolk, whore ho had received no 
more than an elementary education. His 
father waa a builder by trade, but followed 
the ooonpation of a farmer moat of hia Hie 
after he oame to Canada, and w&a never 
able to give hia boya any peonniary help 
after they had paased from beneath the 
parental roof and were in a.fair way to earn- 
ing their own livelihood. Sir Mackenzie's 
parents, however, endowed him with what 
was of far more value than mere money. 
They gave him the inheritance of o high 
principle, a clear head and a strong body ; 
and to the good and prudent use of this in- 
choate fortune ho owes all that ho has to- 
day. At 12 years of age he was apprenticed 
to Mr, George Benjamin aa a printer, and ib 
ia perfectly characteristic of the man 
that in the oQica of the Belleville Intel- 
ligencer, in which he started as " devil," 
he came to be the editor and proprietor. 

At this period in the history of our 
country, every oonatituency in Upper 
Canada was in a state of wild agitation over 
the question of separate schools and the in- 
corporation by parliament of religious insti- 
tutions. This crusade was led by the late 
Hon. George Brown, with the powerful In- 
flnenge of tho Globe at hia bick. In every 
Bohool house could be heard theory: "Re- 
peal the aepi>rate school act, and no more 
Loretto bills," referring to an act passed by 
the parliament of Upper and Lower Canada, 
incorporating the Ladies of Loretto. In this 
fi^ht Sir Mackenzie Bowell was asked to 
join, but ho persistently refused, on the 
ground, aa he then Informed the electors, 
that no country could be governed upon 
anoh prinoiplea. He pointed out that the 
aeparate schools bad been oonoeded, that 
propertiea and vested rights had been ac- 
quired under the law, and that be did not 
understand tne prinoiplea of the Goneerva- 
tivo party to be tho eztinotion of veated 
rights secured by law, and, therefore, 
whether elected or defeated, he would cot 
be a party to any snob policy. While he 
would vote against further concessions 
being made, he declared that he could 
not Bflslat In depriving any data of Her 
Mojesty'j aubjecta of tho rights which 
they then eo joyed. As to tho incorpora- 
tion of religiouo bodloa, ho pointed out 
that at tho aamo scBsion of parliament in 
which an act incorporating tho Ladies of 
Loretto, was paaaod, iho Episcopal Method- 
ist church of Upper Canada hod aecurod an 
act incorporating the Methodist Episcopal 
aeminary (now Albert College) in B-jliuville, 
in which greater powers and privilegoa had 
been conceded than wore given in tho not 
Incorporating the Lidiea of Loretto. How 
waa it posaiblo, he asked, to govern a 
country like Canada upon such principles, 
romomberinc;, as they should, the rights and 
privileges which had been guaranteed by 
Groat liritttiu to tho French and Roman 
Catholica under tho treaty of Paris, when 
Canada was ceded to th-< Britiah, and added 
that he would prefer defeat to pledging him 
self to such a policy. The electors took 
him at his word, and be waa defeatod by a 
large majority. This defeat he told the 
electors waa the result of a epaamodic agita- 
tioD, the noreaeonablaness of which they 
would realize before oalled upon to record 
their votes at another election, whioh 
prediction proved to bo truo, for when he 
presented hiniaolf a^ain before the elec- 
tors of North Huslinga, in 1807, he wan 
o!oct.od by a much larger majority than that 
by whioh ho had been defeated four years 
before. This incident In Sir Mackenzie's 
life ia referred to for the purpoao of ohowlDg 
that at tha very beginning of hia political 
career ho had learned tho important fact 
that to govern a country suocossfuily, states- 
men must know nelthur creed nor nation- 
ality. 

His capacity for loadorahip and his fitness 
for tho diaohargo of pubiio truats soems to 
have been early rooogiii/.od, for ho was yet a 
young man when hia follow citizens aaked 
him to take a place in tho Bchool govern- 
ment of Bellovillo. Ho was for many years 
afterward chairman of the Board of Educa- 
tion. Ho was a man, in fact, of public 
spirit. An earneat and aggressive debater, 
a thorough administrator, a prudent man, 
gifted with a robust common sense, which 
ho brought lo bear on every subject that 
came within his grasp — it is not uurprining 
that he had tho confidonco of hia fellow 
oitizana and oame to bo a chiof e xecutive 
officer in local affairs. Ib would be bedioua 
and nnlntereatlog for the immediate pur- 
posea of tbia aketoh to follow 
closely the Inoidentii and olrcum- 
abanoea whioh led to his first step Into 
the wider sphere of national politics. The 
transition waa gradual, natural and healthy. 
Ho won hia spurs in humble capacities be- 
fore aspiring higher. Ib was In 1863, how- 
ever, that ho first, ab the earnest request of 
u party convention, became a candidato for 
a seat In tho Lcgislativo Assembly of old 
Canada, and there Is some instruction to bo 
liad from the faot that ho was defeated. 

He entered parliament, therefore, at con- 
federation, and qniokly l>eo»me identified 



with the active work of the house. Ho was 
essentially a worker, bub not un uncom>i 
promising partisan — although, in tho lan- 
guage of the lobby, " a hard hitter." Six 
years later the government of Sir John Ma:« 
donald waa swept out of power, and the cold 
doys of Conservative opposition began. Dur- 
ing that period he took a vary active part 
in the reorganization of the volunteer 
militia force of Canada, and ib is on record 
that his objections to the details of tho gov- 
ernment meaaures wore throo times in one 
day sustained by the house — much to the 
annoyanoo of Sir George Cartier. He 
bad served in the militia for so long a 
time thtkb he know tho precise needs of 
the foice, and, aa tho result of his spoeohos, 
a difficulty arose between him and Col. 
Macdonald, tho adjutaab-gneeral. Col. Mao- 
donald held that Sir Mackenzie was answer- 
able to military disoipllne for bis utterauoes 
in the house, which oontontion was the re- 
sult of a long oorrespondenco, ending in 
Col. Maodonald'a resignation, booauso Sir 
John Maodonald refused to sanotlon the dis- 
missal of Sir Maokenzle Bowell. These 
were days which fixed Sir Mackenzle'd 
reputation as a high class parliamentarian. 
He was simply invalnable to hta leader— 
always on hand, watohful of every move 
made by opponents, tireleaa in his efforts to 
combat tho schemea of the government, ex- 
hibiting far more than ordinary tact, and 
having a clear method In all that he under- 
took. During that long struggle, extending 
over five years, Sir Mackenzie was the 
trusty lieutenant of bis groat chieftain. It 
was perfectly natural, thoreforo, then when 
public opinion placed Sir John Macdonald 
again at tho head of tho government in 
1878, ho should havo boon cHoaon as a col 
loagU'i, and given thc*'rnport vnt portfolio of 
Minister of Uuitoma, 

He remained Minister of CdStoma for 13 
years. During that long period tho National 
Policy was developed, and it fell to hia lot 
to carry it into proctioal operation. Every- 
ono ia familiar with tho history of that im- 
portant measure, but only tho few know 
what an enormous detail of work was in- 
volved in ita adaptation and perfection. 
Great numbora of dopr tations oamr annually 
to Ottawa for tho putjjoao of having changee 
mt-.do ID tho tariir, and in thia way as well 
as by visiting the chief centres of tho Domin- 
ion, the Minister of Customs came into close 
touch with the entire commercial commun- 
ity. It waa by those Interviews and in the 
general administration of the OuitomB law 
that his good judgment and great urbanity 
came to bo generally recognized. It has 
been said, and probably with tafOth, that 
he never sent away a deputation or an in- 
divldnai pallec in bad ^amor. If ho did 
not convert them to bis way of thinking, 
be certainly gave them a olear notion of 
the reasons which lay beneath any particu- 
lar tariff enactment. No man in Canada 
has ever had a more comprehensive grasp of 
the almost infinite details of our tariS than 
he. In ordinary parlance, ho had it all " at 
his fingers' enda." It has been said by his 
political opponents that ho administered 
the customs law with undue soverity ; that 
hu was oxaoting and rigorous In his deli li- 
tlona of tho statute. Those who wish to bo 
perfectly fair, however, saw tho Minis or 
of Customs in the capacity of a quasi jud^e 
with a clear understanding of the law and a 
fixed determination to administer Ib with 
perfect justice. Whatever may be said 
about his rigid execution of the mandates of 
parliament, no ono can say that he was un- 
just. He did exactly what he believed to be 
right ; he protected the rovenuo of the coun- 
try with consistent care. Men who oame 
for favors may not have liked thia inflexible 
adhesion to principle ; but la their hearts 
they knew that ib was right. 

Ab the death of Sir John Maodonald tho 
late Sir John Abbotb was oalled upon to ro- 
organize the government, and requested Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell to asaiab him by remain- 
ing a member thereof, which he consented 
bo do, oondltlonal on being relieved from the 
enormous detail of work incidenb to the 
proper administration of the Cuaboms de- 
partment. Thia reqneali was acceded to and 
he aaanmed the dntlea of S^iitorof Militia, 
maoh to the gratification of tbe volanteer 
force. In whioh he had for some twenty 
years been an active member, haying asryea 
on the frontier during the Amerioan civil 
war and during the Fenian raid of 18U5 6G. 

When Sir John Thompson formed bis 
government in December, 180'2, ho asked 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell to take tho portfolio 
of Minister of Trade and Commerce. With 
tho creation of this now dcparbmenb ib was 
believed bhab a man of particular ability and 
experience in commercial afTuira was needed 
bo develop Ita uaofulnesa. He vindicated 
tho judgment of hia chieftain. Hia excel- 
lent knowledge of tho buainesa noeda of tho 
country, acquired while adminiatering the 
cuatoms laws, stood him In good stead. He 
quickly set himself to the task of promoting 
tho export trade of the country. Ho made 
spocial inquiries Into tho noeda of foreign 
markota, particularly thoao whioh did not 
absorb a large volume of Canadian pro- 
ducis. Quito early in these invcatiga- 
tiona he became apeoially interested in 
Australia aa a field for tho extenaion of 
Canadian trade, and In 1893, following tho 
eatabliahment of the CaDadlan-Auatralian 
line of steamships, in whioh he was tho prin- 
cipal moving opirit, he visited tho Antl- 
podea. A direct result of that journey to 
tho land of tho Southern Cross was the 
Colonial Conference of Jane last — one of tho 
most Important gatherings, considered from 
un Imperial standpoint, In hiatory. Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell waa the originator and 
presiding genius of tho conference, and how- 
ever well he may have been known abroad 
np to that time, his name now became u 
household word throughout the empire. 
Tho best judgmeno of some of tho clearest 
Iblokora of our time is widely astray if that 
conference did not mark a very important 
epoch in the history of the colonies of Great 
Britain In their relationship to the parent 
state. 

Contomporaneouo with his appointment to 
the Department of Trade and (Jommerco Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell v^aa called to tho leader- 
ship of tho Senate — after having represented 
North Hastings in the Commons for un un- 
broken period of 25 years. Than thia, no 
higher diatinotlon could havo been conferred 
upon him at that time. Ho ab once, with 
characteristic energy, gave his whole heart 
and attention to the work of tho Upper 
Chamber, and It has been conceded by even 
his etuunchesb political opponents that ho 
practically revolutionized tho methods of 
that Legialaturo. He Insisted on giving 
personal attention to every meaauro and tho 
thorough conaldoratlon of all mattora 
brought before tho houee. Ho displayed 
skill as well as care, and, while dealing with 
his opponents In no gentle manner at times, 
he had the perfect confidenoo and good will 
of every member of the house. They all 
recognized him aa a porfectly candid and 
sincere debater, who meant what he aaid, 
and said what he meant. His honesty 
of purpoao was never for a moment ques- 
tioned. 

Sir Maokenzle Bowell has all bis Ilfetimo 
been a prominent Orangeman. He has held 
tho'highost offices in the gift of that aooioty. 
No one who knows him has for a moment 
boon in doubt respecting his oonviotlous, 
and yet there la not a man In tho Dominion 
of Canada to-day who is so " thoroughly 
known for his wide toleration as he. No 
ono has attempted to quote a single aentenoe 
from the lips or pen of Sir Maokenzle Bowell 
which breathed Injaatioo to bis fellow oiti.

He is believed to be iDoapable of do- 
iny any class a wrong. 

Sir MttoUon/.io Bowell la porhapa one of 
tho boat preserved men of hia yoara In tho 
Dominion. Although 71 yoara of ago ha 
rotalna tho tilaatlcily und vigor of youth. 
Ho owea this to a naturally strong con- 
stitution, as well as a oiiaful and pru- 
dent lifo. But it ia hia splendid charac- 
ter UH an honest man and a oapablo ad- 
ininistnilor of public affairs that ho ia 
boBt known. Hia name stands for all that 
is good in pubiio lifo, and no higher tribute 
could bo paid to him than to say thia. Ho 
has boon for twonty-aoven years In parlia- 
ment, closely iduntilied with all that has 
gone on during that long period ; and yet 
hia name and record is not beamirched by ao 
much aa the breath of scandal or aoouaatlon. 
He may have hia faulta — for there Ib no man 
perfect — but ib can be said of Sir Mackenzie 
liowell, with porfoot truthfulness, that ho 
haa all his Ilfetimo represented the highest 
typoof oltizonabip. Ho haa been useful, In- 
dustrious and energetic. He has given 
tho beat that waa in him to hia 
country. He Is now reaping the re- 
ward in the eateem and confidence 
of tho groat msjority of liia foUow-oitlzons 
at largo. Aa Premier of tho Dominion ho 
brings hia ripe oxporlence, his far-seeing 
statesmanship, his grasp of atfjiirs, his un- 
sullied Integrity and hia greao capacity for 
work to the aervice of hia country and his 
Queen. He has recently boon given the 
great distlDOtion of knighthood, but thia has 
made no dllToreuco In hta gonial nature and 
hia frank, off-hand frlmdahip to hia hum- 
bleat acqunintanoo. Ho la casontlally a man 
of tho people, and may bo trusted to fill the 
high oilioe to which ho haa boon called wise- 
ly and well. Ho will givo to Canada a clean 
and progreaaive government.

DISSOLUTION i 

The qneation of a dlssolntlon ia being dU' 
enaaed with oonaiderable earneatnesa In the 
newspapera of Eastern Canada. SiognUr to 
aay, the Opposition organs which have been 

very busy deolaring that tho doom of the 
present Govornmunt is aealod, tliut tho 
handwriting ia on the wall, and that the re 
aalt of a general election will certainly be 
favorable to the Opposition, are opposed to 
an immediate dissolation. They exhibit a 
•trange relnotance to enter a contest ont of 
which they profess to believe they will oome 
viotorioua. They show a diapoaition to de- 
fer their triumph to the latest day possible. 
They do not want their victory to oome too 
•oon. 

The tone of the Toronto Globe when It 
diaonasea the proposed dlaaolntion ia very 

different from that of a aombatant assured 
of victory. It raises a host of objections 
against dissolving Parliament immediately, 
and it maintains that the Governor-Gonerul 
ia not bound in this matter to follow the ad- 
▼iee of hia conatltntionai adviaera. After 
giving an abatraob of the diaonaaiona on the 
anbjeot, the Globe goea on to aay : 

" Yet the prinoiplea governing the prac- 
tice of dissolution are laid down in clear and 
emphatic language by writers upon the 
constitution, and if there is one point upon 
which they are agreed it is that the repre- 
aeotativa of the Crown shall not be a passive 
instrnment in auch a oaae, but shall ezer- 
eiae hia own disoretion. The constitution 
fixes the duration of Parliament at five 
yenrs, Tho Crown has power to torminato 
it earlier, but only for gravo oonstitu 
Uonal reaaona, losa of confidence cf 
khe country aa shown by the by-eleotiona, 
a difference between tho two Houses upon 
•ome vital question on which tho voice of 
the country has not been heard, censure of 
tho Ministry by the House of Commons." 

It is astonishing how conservative u 
Liboral nowspapor can become when it suite 
tho purposes of its party to allow things to 
remain as they are for the present. But it 
doea look a little inconsiatent to see a 
Liberal newspaper — the loading Liberal 
newspaper of the Dominion — contending 
that the Governor-Gonoral is justified in tho 
matter of an immediate appeal to tho people 
to disregard the advice of his Ministera. 
tChia ia, in eSeoti making the Governor- 
General for tho time being a Czir. The 
theory of the Liberals ia that the people aro 
supreme, and that all, from tho highest to 
tho lowest, must bow to thoir decision. 
The govornmont that Ihoy aro always 
talking about is government by the people 
for tho people. Bnt here we have the 
organ of the Liberal party of the Dominion 
in effeob advising the Qovcrnor-Genoral to 
rnfnse the present Governmont an appeal to 
the peopio when in their opinion suoh an 
appeal is noooeaury. , 

The Liberals have been for a long timo 
■aylng that the Government havo lost the 
oonfidenoe of the people ; that tho pooplo do 
not approve of the polloy they have boon 
pnraning, and that they condemn many of 
their acta. " Very well," wo can imagine 
prominont;mombura of tho Govornmont and 
of the Conservative party saying, " we do 
not believe that you aro right. Bat it is 
easy to test the matter. Let the Governor- 
General dissolve Parliament and let an ap- 
peal to the people be made to find out 



whether or not they have lost confidence in 
the men composing the Government and in 
thoir policy." When thia propoaal la made 
the Liberal fault-findera protest londly and 
declare that the Governor-General should 
not heed the advioe of hia miniatere 
and ahould . not allow them to 
go to the country. Would not 
tho impartial byat indor in that ease be war- 
ranted in 09ncluding that the Liberals did 
not believe their own atatementa with re- 
spect to the way in which the Government 
are regarded by the people, and that it is 
they and not tho Government who are 
afraid to faoo tho elootors ? This is what 
the courao they are taking says, no taattor 
how numoroua and how loud thoir boaate 
may be. 

But) the reasoning of the Liberals ia not 
sound, and not according to the Brltiah 
practice. In Great Britain the Sovereign 

would not droam of disregarding the advioe 
of her niiaistora when thoy advised an appeal 
to tho peopio. If Lord Roaobery asked 
for a dissolution to-day the Queen 
would not think of turning a 
deaf ear to hia oounsela, and we are 
very sure that if she did, the Llberale 
would protest loudly and indignantly, She 
ooosentod to a dissolution in Mr. Gladstone's 
timo when ho had a majority of sixty-five ; 
aud, after tho okc'.ion, when a motion to 
oensure Mr. Gladstone for advising tho dis- 
Bointlon was made, it was negatived without 
even a division. This settled the matter 
for Great Britain onoo for all. If one is to 
judge by tho attitude aaaumed by the news 
pipora of tho two parties us the question of 
a dissolution is diiicueacd, Ihcro can bo no 
doubt but that the Conservatives are much 
more confident of suooess than their op 
pouents. The Conservatives declare their 
readiness for the contest whenever it may 
oome, while the Liberals objuot to an im- 
mediate appeal to the people and contend 
that tho Govcruor-Goneral should use his 
authority to prevent it. 



A POLITIOAL BIGOT. 

Tho free traders of this Dominion are per 
haps the greatest political bigots of our 
time. They see only one aide of their aub 
jeot and not always the whole of that. 
(Vhen listening to them one ia forced to oon 
olude that they consider those who take a 
diflurent view of the trade question from 
the one they advocate are a pack of ignorant 
fools. The free trade spooter is the most 
arrogant of mortals. He apeaka of protec 
tioniata with the moat aupreme contempt. 
When we listen to him we are always re- 
minded of those earnest old-fashionod relig- 
ious oontrovorsialists who honestly believed 
and confidently declared that those who did 
not believe ezaotly as they believed were on 
the high road to deatruotion. The free trade 
bigot ia most intolerant, he will not admit 
that protectionists have the least glimmer 
ing of reason on their side. Ho apparently 
believes and sometimes says that those pro 
teotionista who are not fools aro knaves. He 
shuts hia eyes to the fact that by this 
sweeping jodgment he condemna the vast 
majority of the civilized world. He does 
not stop to think that he is one of a com- 
paratively small seot of economists, and that 
almost the wholo world ia opposed to 
him and his school. He will nob for 
a single moment admit that thore are oir 
oamstancea In which protection may be the 
best) policy that a people can adopt. Great 
Britain, he asserts, has prospered under 
free trade and so would every other country 
if its inhabitants had only sense enough 
adopt it. When asked if the people of 
France are all fooia and if the Oermans are 
nothing better than a pack of knaves he will 
not in plain and direct terms say that 
Frenchmen and Germans are fools and 
knaves; but he shows by bis manner that 
since they are protectionists they are not in 
bis opinion as enlightened or as honest as 
they ought to be. He will not for a 
single moment admit that thete 
may be oonditions and olroumatanoea whloh 
make proteotloo the heat policy for France 
and Germany in the aame way aa there are 
conditions and circumstances which make 
free trado the best policy for Great Britain. 

Our free trade bigot finds it hard to ao- 
uount for tho progress of tho Uuited States 
under a very high protectionist policy, but 
he has hardly the face to say that the 
Amorioan people are wanting in sense and 
shrewdnesB. When cornered, however, he 
declares that the Americana have been pros- 
porous In apito of protection. When ho 
miUoa this etatemont ho aeoms to think 
that he has said a very smart 
thing. But he forgets that according to his 
thooriea it would be an absolute impossi 
bllity for a country to get on in apite of 
protection, for he ia ready at a moment's 
notice to provo t;o tho aatisfaotion of every 
free trader in tho land that protection, 
undor any cirouinstaiicea, moans ruination. 

But when our protootiooiat bigot oomos 
to speak of protection in Canada and of Cana- 
dian proteotionists, he ia in hia element. 
HI) scorn of those of his countrymen who 
bollove in protection is almost sublime. 
Yob when his hearer comes to compare him 
with Bomo of thoBO same Canadian protec- 
tioiiists, ho can hardly soo where his 
tremendous auporiority comes in. The 
free trade bigot can aoaroely claim 
to be an abler man than Sir 
John Miodonald or Sir John Thompson or 
Sir Mackenzie Bowoll orSir J. J. C. Abbott, 
or tho late Hon. Thomas White or hundreds 
of other men who aro protootioniats by oon- 
vicllon. But the free trade orator troubles 
himself with none of these considerations. 
His oonoelt and aelf<an£Boiency aro almost 
unbounded, and ha ia ao intellectually near- 
sighted that It is impossible for him to see a 
fact or appreciate an argument that tolls 
ngiilnat his pot theory or that ia oaloulatod 
to lower himself in hia own eatsem. His be- 
liof in hia own infallibility and Id the 
superiority of the free trade policy to all 
others ia not to be shaken by argument or 
by proof. 



THE HA WAHAN RBBBLLION. 

Hawaiian newspapera of the 8th and the 

nth contain the partioulars of the rebellion 
wbloh startled the Islanders. The rising 
does nob appear to have been a very formid- 
able affair, but it has aroused an exooedlngly 
warlike spirit in the journalistic sup- 
porters of the Government. They are 
very indignant and demand the punish- 
ment of those who iocitcd the rebellion, and 
who aro alluded to in terms the reverse of 
complimentary. It is nob asserted that the 
ex-Queen, who is called plain Mrs, Domlnis, 
had anything to do with the insurrection, 
bub her expatriation la anggeated by the 
GazDtte in torma sufiSciently expliolt. 

There seems to be no doubt of the ability 
of the Government bo stamp out the re- 
bellion. The supporters of tho Government 
are exceedingly vigorous and full of fight. 
But when the mail loft very little was 
known of the extent of the preparations of 
the Royalists or of the numbers who were 
prepared to risk everything to restore the 
Quoen to tho throne. 

The light in which tho ox-Queen Is re- 
garded by the partioans of her Government 
may be inferred from the following passage 
from one of the Gazette's leading articles : — 
Without the native figure-head, personi- 
fiod in the ex queen, the opposition of native 
Huwaiians to the republio wonld dwindle to 
InBieroifloanee. Personal exchangs of aentl- 
menta outa a big figure in the make-up of 
the lower-oiass kanakas. If Mra. Domiois 
has had these opportunities, are we 
to suppose she has not improved thom 
Never. By her presence she has helped 
swell thu dissension. There is no more 
necesBily of handling hor with gloves. Wo 
arc making history. Thia hiatory should bo 
founded on the solid rock of justice. It is 
our duty to banish ovory being that would 
poison tho mind cf thu ionoconb native. 
Strike ut tho fountain hoad and make a 
oleon sweep. 

The true character of tho agitators who 
aro egging tho natives to acts of violence 
against the Govornmont has again boon 
brought to the front by tho toatimony given 
by a native, before tho Marshal, duriog the 
paat week. It is tho old story. Natives 
aro allowing themBolvos to bo used as tools 
in the hands of diaaflaoted whites who have 
poraonal oiliaiul axes to grind ; men whose 
only aim is personal aggrandizement. The 
country might bo relegated to commeroial 
and financial dcstruutiou, it matters nothing 
to them BO long as the goal sot by narrow, 
personal desire is reached. Under the guise 
of the pious patriot, they work upon the 
sentimental instincts which run high in tho 
rank and file of the native element. In iaob, 
so artfully in their task performed that the 
less discerning mind ia blind to the true 
character of the two-faced politician with 
whioh It is dealing. 

The Gezitte has no doubts as to the ulti- 
mata result cf the rising. It aaya : 

The strength of the Republic is assured. 
It la fully able to cope with and suppress the 
rebels. There -is detorminotion in the heart 
of every man from the chief executive to the 
Boldior in the ranks — a determination to 
swoop tho Hawaiian lalands clean of all 
armed opposition to tlio Republic, No len- 
iency will be shown. The men who com- 
pose tho ranks of the insurgents have been 
given the opportunity to onjoy the God- 
given rights of every law abiding oitizsn. 
Tiny have not improved the opportunity. 
What is more thoy havo attempted to de- 
stroy the rights of others ; they havo taken 
the life of one of the staunohost men of the 
country — they will pay tho full penalty of 
their orime. 



THB BROOKLYN STRIKE. 

This la the aooonnt whioh the New York 

Commercial Advertiser gives of the origin 
of the Brooklyn strike, which has grown so 
largo and has produced such lamentable 
results : 

If tho oonBequonoea of strikes could bo 
adjuBtod in eomothiog like a fair proportion 
to the iaauea involved, their occurence would 
not be so generally deplored. But when 
it is remembered that the business of a city 
of a million inhabitants is entirely paralyzed 
and that of the metropolis of the Western 
Continent seriously disturbed in order that 
a handful of motormen, who are employed 
as " trippers," to work only during " rush " 
hours, shall receive the same pay aa the ten- 
hour men, the ratio of oanae to effect ia ad- 
mittedly Imperfeot. 

It probably would be to the advantage of 
the public if the oars were run at the same 
intervals throughout the day. There ia no 
doubt that the withdrawal of accommoda- 
tions during the slack periods ia a rednotion 
of the aervice that ia attended with incon- 
venienoe to the public, but in these oonteata 
the public la not allowed to count for much. 
The companies see an opportunity to econ- 
omize by suspending thoir full service at a 
time when it is not greatly missed, and pro- 
vided that the economy ia neceaaitatod the 
publio anbmita.

Although their operas 
have been presented by oapabie people with 
every attention to o'ompleienesa and in a 
manner well pleasing to the public, yet 
after all it ia the " pioturea " thot have 
drawn the crowda and filled tho managerial 
pockota. They aro now, in tho lirst place ; 
they are pretty, too, and tho people liko 
pretty things. Seen from the darkened 
auditorium nothing can be more Idyllic 
than the Calhouns' " Psyche's Mirror " — a 
muslerplEco of harmonicus coloring, graceful 
posing and appropriate lighting. 

From behiod the aoenea " Fayche at the 
Mirror " ia diacovered to oonaist of one graae- 
ful young lady, a background such aa ia 
found in n photographer's studio, an old 
eoap box agttinet which the slab of can- 
vas rook leans confidingly — and many 
lights. 

It ia by tho combination cf Ihoae common. 
place maloriala that tho " urtistio dreams " 
are produced, for all ia not gold that glitters 
aud even " liviug pioturea" are aoaroely 
what they aeem. 

As tho ocoisiou may ariao when iho ama- 
teurs of Victoria ahull decide to outer tho 
field of competition now monopoll/.ad by 
profesalouttl living piolur's, a few hints 
which may bo jotted down aa a recipe may 
not be out of placo. Tho ingredients for a 
living picture, which may of course bo sea- 
soned to suit the taste, are roughly, a frame, 
say ten feet by six, fringed on the inside with 
inoandeacent lighta and tl an ked by two cal- 
ciums to counteract all shadows, a few 
selooted backgrounds and the necessary ac- 
coBSories; shapely and pretty girls who 
underetand tho mystery of posing; a 
thorough knowledge of lighting and tho 
harmonizing of colors, and an artiatio per- 
ception enabling the directing genius to 
comprohend the meaning of the masterpieces 
of art which he undertakes to represent. 

To produce " The Greek Slave," which is 
ono of the Calhoun master pieces, take one 
pretty girl, of tho pootio style, drape her 
with two pieces of light green cloth — one 
for a turban — give her a ficwar pot to 
hold, poB& her in front of a Grecian back' 
ground, turn on tho lights, pull back the 
curtains and wait for the enraptured andi- 
once to say " Oh I ! I" 

U! course this is tho intensely practical 
reopile, with all the poetry squeezed out. 
If, however, the colors of the calcium are 
ill-chosen, or if the model fails in grace or 
beauty, or if the colors of background and 
foreground and costume do not harmonize, 
or half a dozen other ifs, the picture is 
spoiled. 

The Calhoun " living pictures " are all 
produced under the personal direction of 
Mr. KIrtland Calhoun, who is a good deal 
of an artist in hisqulot way. The company 
carrioa panoramic t)aokgrounds, hundreds of 
incandescent and four oaloium lights, firat- 
clasa aooesBoriea and half a dozen pretty 
professional models, who have from child- 
hood breathed in the very atmosphere of 
art. 

It ia by falling to comprohend the poetry 
of the pictures they strive to reproBent that 
some manugora have produced dfcidedly 
vulgar living pictures ; theae have offended 
good taste, but it is altogether unlikely that 
tho discerning public will condemn the 
beautiful pioturea becanao they have been 
cartooned. 

Of the ladlaa oontribnting ohicfly to tho 
snocess of the Calhoun piatures are Miss 
Grade Rawarth, Miss Bilh Lorsine, Miss 
Oora Williama, Miss Atn^ndita Blvera, taid 
Mlis Jennie Barton. Miss Bawarth was 
posing originally with Killaraney in New 
York last spring and enjoyed the distinc- 
tion of being the only American born girl in 
tbe original gallery at the Garden Theatre. 
She ii tba possessor of uncommon beauty of 
both face and form, and withal a young Iftdy 
o'l more mofjoity and hard common sense 
thin are to be found in the general make up 
of tho average young lady of nineteen, to 
Tjhlch charming ago she pleads guilty.

steamer "Barbara Boseowitz" Ar- 
rives From tbe Nortb Wltii a 
Bigr News Bndfiret. 



Steamer "Clara YouDgr" Wrecked- 
High Tides— Extremely Cold 
Weather Prevalent. 



The Bteamer Barbara Boacowitz, which 
returned to port yesterday from the North, 
bringe word of tlio wreck of tho well known 
cannery ateamer Clara Voung, which left 
here for the Skeena and Qardiner Inlet's on 
tbe 23rd of last month. The accident 
occurred on the I5th Instant near Metla- 
katla while the steamer was en route from 
Skeena to Port Simpaon. Tbough dark 
there waa no storm at the time. The 
ateamer'a enginea were barely going 
and aa ahe w»s paaalng a supposed 
buoy, which turned out afterwarda to 
be a floating log atandlng five or alx feet out 
of the water, ahe atuolt faat on a roclc. No 
damage, however, waa apparently done, and 
those aboard going aahore procured cord- 
wood and barrel) with which they filled her 
so aa to retain buoyancy. Inatoad of a calm 
aea the following day lioavy swells drove 
the oraft hard on tne rooki, and it waa with 
difficulty that ahe waa removed to a aandy 
bcuoh cloaa by. Tbe ateamer ia only aeren 
years old, ia valued at $4,000, andia Insored 
for S3.000. 

The Boseowitz also brings word of the 
outcome of tbe coroner's inqneat into the

the icqaeat were aubstantially aa related in

When the Boaoowitz left Pert Simpson 
the snow waa lying a foot deep on tbe wharf, 
and cold weather, high tidea and violent 
Btorma were reported trom all tbe other 
Northern ports. The tides as in Victoria 
were the highest on record and several of 
the canneries anffered aeverely in oonae- 
quance, tbe water atandlng three feet deep 
on their floora. It ia not auppoaed, how- 
ever, that any material damage will remit, 
the water having come and gone quickly. 
A few Indian bhacka were destroyed by tho 
high tidea, but the occupants bad ample op- 
portunity to remove tbemaelvea and their 
belongings,

Prayers by Rev. Solomon Cloavcr. 

Mr. Ebof ta prosented a report of the pri- 
vate bills committee reoommendiDg the sua- 
penalnn of tho standing orders ior the pur- 
pose of granting leave to introduoo tho 
Stavo River Eleotrio Power Co.'s bill ; and 
also that tho Vancouver and New Wost- 
mlnater city bills ba considered properly be- 
fore tho house. Adopted. 

Mr. Sword presented a petition for the 
Mission City Board of Trado and othera 
'against the bill to grant Stavo river water 
privilegea. 

Mr. Rithet preaontod the third report 
from tho publio accounts committee, with a 
statemoQt attached, showing the not amount 
realized from tho sale ot the Nakuap & 
Slooan railway boada, and also a 
statement showing that tho amount 
due for unpaid taxoa to 30th Juno, 
1894, is §141,95-1.72 Tho Nakuap 
bonds iaauod wore for £1.31,400 at 107i, 
realizing 141,255. The expenses, including 
£2,628 for undorwritinf; at 2 per cent,, £970 
oommisaion to brokers at \ per cent., £244 
for advertising, £128 for diuoount on pre- 
payment of oalla, £G57 for stamp duty, and 
other itoms, came to £4,703 la. ld., ioavinK 
£i;iG,501 ISa. lid. as tho net amount reol- 
iz-ad. Auditor-General J. MoB. Smith adds 
thia note : "Tho dilTurenca between tho 
total issue, £1,31,400, and the net amount 
realized, £1.36.501 18a. lid,, is £5,101 ISj. 
lid , which sum will revert to tho consoli- 
dated revenue of the province, under, tho 
head of ' Premium on Nakusp & Slocan 
Railway Guarantee Bonds.'" Report re- 
ceived. 

Mb. Fokstek moved for a return show- 
ing : (a ) The total amoant of tinea collected 
by justices of the peace and paid in lo the 
treasury iu the two years ending 30th June, 
1894 ; (/i ) A list of the fines so ooUooted 
and paid by eaoh justice of the peace, with 
the names of the parties fibed, and the dates 
and ofTences. Agreed to. 

ItlLU INTRODUCED, 

Hon. Mu. Davih introduoad the follow- 
ing bills, whioh wore read a tirst time : 

To amend the provincial homo act, 1893. 

To amend tho land registry aot. 

To amend the fire insurance policy act, 
1893. 

OOVEBNMENT OF CITIKS. 

Hon. Mr, Davie moved that the order 
for committee on the government of cities 
bill be discharged. This bill, he said 
having been the subject of ooneiderable dis 
ou&Bion in the house and outside, he still 
felt quite satisfied that some measure in its 
direction may with advantage to the general 
publio interest be placed upon tho statute 
book. The conaideratlon given to tho 
matter cartainly appears to have had 
tho effect of aronaiog in the people a greater 
intoreat in municipal afTaira. In view 
of the fact that now oounoila, elected 
under such ciroumBtancea, have juat taken 
ofEoo, and tho great opposition ahown to the 
bill, he thought it well to withdraw the 
meaaure and see what another year would 
do. It is o sad commentary, however, 
on the Interest taken in municipal affilra 
that in Vancouver the other day leas than 
1,000 electors out of a roll, he believed, of 
about 4,000, turned out to vote for mayor 
and councillors, though ho was pleased to 
see a somewhat better showing in Victoria, 
where the vote polled was not only much 
larger than In the other city, but the 
largest ever recorded in a municipal 
election here. By thus showing in- 
terest in their civic aiTairs, the 
public provide against, what would other- 
wise result, being ruled by a tyran- 
nloal minoritjr ocnsistiDg of a few 
petsoBB talcing an active parti in 
the ptooeedioga. Compared With the 
state of affiira which under snob a condition 
would prevail, the cities might better be 
ruled by oommlssloDers, by men who would 
be responsible at least to the government, 
who la tarn are responsible to- the whole 
people. W hils still holding the view that 
some safeguard such as the commissioners 
bill might .advantageously bo provided, he 
was now perfectly satisfied to let the matter 
rest for another year. His only 
desire in bringing in tho bill had been to 
ensure the better government of the cities, 
secured by the plainly expressed will of the 
people. With respect to the opposition to 
the bill, he might again remind the 
houBO that when a few years ago 
tho very salutary moaBuro was 
introduced which provided for a compulsory 
audit of municipal accounta in certain oases, 
by an auditor appointed by the government, 
it was vehemently opposed, but despite the 
outcry at the time there baa been no com- 
plaint whatever and no request for its re 
peal; but its efficacy has been aoknowl 
edged on all hands, since tho bill 
passed into law, and it has been 
brought into operation by several 
outside municipalities with very aatiafao- 
tory result. He hoped thut the questions 
raised by the commit-aioncra hill will bo kept 
under oonsideratioD, even though the roeas. 
are be withdrawn for the present, 
for be felt satisfied that the more 
that thinking men look into the 
matter of municipal government the plainer 
they will see the necessity for some obango 
in or addition to the present law. The latoat 
case in point appeared ooly the other day In 
Nanaimo, where there have been revela- 
tions which show a very Borious defect in 
the municipal management there. Feeling 
satisfied that tho dlBouaslon of this bill has 
done good, and will continuo to have that 
effect, he was perfectly willing to wait tho 
turn of events, and In tho meantime moved 
that tho order for committee bo discharged. 

Mi4 Cotton congratulated tho leader of 
the government on tho withdrawal of tho 
hill Ho took exception lo tho inferenco to 
bo dratvn from Hon. Mr. l^Avio'n remarks 
that tho peoplo of Vancouvor liavo been in- 
diflorent to their municipal interestu. Tho 
faol ia that there is a groat deal moru inter- 
est manifested there than appears at first 
Bight, He believed there are about 3,500 
UanAiS on the municipal roll, but deducting 
those repeated on account of having prop- 
erty in more than one ward there would be 
a considerable reduction. (Then, aS under 
the present law no one can vote who has 
not paid his taxes, that made a oonaider- 
ablo further reduction, for unfortunately 
there are iu Vancouver a good number of 
people who have boon unable to find money 
for tho taxes. As ovidonco of satisfaction 
with tho municipal government, he pointed 
out that in ono or two wards it had been 
found almost imposaiblo to get anyone to 
como forward to contoat with the former re- 
presentatives for seats at tho council board. 
(Tho fact that tho people ahowcd no anxiety 
to go to the polla ho thought waa ovidonco 
that they were perfectly satisfied with thoir 
civic government. Though tho pres- 
ent administration of tho oitioa may 
be rudo that is no rsa 
son why the system should bu 
altogether out away. He agreed with tho 
leader of the government that many amend, 
ments to tho municipal act are required, 
and he hoped that these would be introdno- 
ed with a view of bringing the best men into 
the municipal governments. 

Mb, Kennbdy took exception to citing 



" tho little, trouble at Nsnaimo lately," as 
an evidence of defeat lit' municipal manage- 
ment.— He expressed his complete satisfac- 
tion with the city councils of Westminster, 
and spoke with admiration of the water- 
works, electric light and other iinproyemente 
that have been provided there, 

Order for committee disoharged ond bill 
withdrawn. 

.JUDICIAL DISTRICTS. 

Hon. Mr. Davik moved tho second read- 
ing of tho bill to define tho judicial districts 
in IJritish Columbia— a necessary prolimi- 
nary to the bill on tho order paper in re- 
sponse to tho request from Vancouver that 
tho residence of a Supreme court judge at 
that city may be provided for. Ho pointed 
out that apart from this necessity the 
bill Is a desirable one, providing as 
it does that for all the purposes of the 
administration of justice there shall bo but 
one division into judicial districts in this 
province. At present thero lb one division 
for the purposes of the county courts, one 
for the purposes oi the sherifi''s act, aonthor 
under the iadloial districts aot ^ respecting 
the residences of Supreme court judges, and 
a fourth for the purposes of tho jarors act. 
On this »ooount a great deal of confusion 
has been caused, In many Instances resulting 
in difilculties in the administration of 
justice. He thought that there can be but 
one opinion as to the deelrability of this 
bill. 

Road a second time. 

Tho Supreme court aot amendment bill 
being oallod, Mr. Williams asked that it 
should bo put off, aa since yesterday ho had 
mt had time to fully consider it. Hon. Mr. 
Davie agreed to this, on the understanding 
that private members' billa should bu taken 
up instead, and that tho Supreme court bill 
should ba sot down for to-morrow — private 
memberb' day.

Reported complete with amend- 
ments. 

PHARMACY ACT. 

Mil. Helmcken moved tho second read- 
ing of the bill to amend tho pharmacy act. 

Dii. Walke.m opposed tho bill, amongst 
other roaaons because of the arbitrary man- 
ner in which tho pharmaceutical association 
have exeroiaed the power conferred by tho 
aot nf incorporation. 

Mb. Semlin asked the Speaker's lullng 
if this should not have been introduced as a 
private bill and been pstitioned for in the 
regular way. 

The SFEAKsn replied that he has always 
contended that all such measures should 
come in as private bills, but in deference to 
tho preoedent establisbed by previous 
Speakers he bad not felt inclined to rule 
them out. He thought it would be well to 
establish a rule that for the future they most 
bo treated as private bills. 
. Hon. Mr Davie agreed to some extent 
with tho objection stated by Dr. Walkem, 
but thero being some wise provisions In the 
hill ho would not oppose the second reading. 
Ho would, however, ask for certain amend- 
ments in committee, 

BUI lead a second time, after further dis- 
cussion. 

SCHOOL ACT. 

The report from oommittee on the school 
aot amendment bill (Mr. Kennedy) was 
taken Into consideration. 

Mr. HEL.MOKEN moved to add the follow- 
ing : "3. The term 'actual resident,' in 
seotion 2 of the public school aot amend- 
ment act, 1894, shall mean and Include 
every person who either actually dwells or 
has his place of business within the school 
district." Agreed to, 

HoH. Col. Bakeb moved to add a clause 
providing that women may be eligible for 
election as school trustees. Agreed to on 
division of 18 to 5, the latter being Messrs. 
Braden, Helmcken, Hume, Smith and 
Walkem, 1 

Further consideration of report postponed 
at the instance of Mr. Kennedy. 

MECHANICS' LIENS. 

The house went Into committee on the 
lien bill (No. 62— Mr. Helmcken), with Mr. 
Prentice in the chair. 

Hon. Mr Davie expressed surprise that 
the hon, gentlemen who have been so 
anxious to give a workman a lien on every 
stick of timber upon which he has pat in 
any labor. In connection with other enter- 
prises, should a£ford such a marked lllnstra- 
tion of their propensity for straining at a 
gnat and swallowing a camel as they have 
shown by sitting silently by when in another 
Instant tho clause just road, exempting rail- 
ways from the operation of tho lion, would 
havo been adopted. Ho aupposed they 
would (juoto tho dooision of tho Supreme 
court tho other day that tho section of the 
provincial act purporting to give a lien 
holder priority over a mortgagee, is not con- 
stitutional or valid la tho Ciioo of railways 
declared to bo for tho general advantage of 
Canada ; but that judgment will not pro- 
vent thia house giving tlio man who works 
In tho construction of a railway Bomothing 
s'hich will protect him in tho matter of ro- 
oovfriog hia wages. 

Mr. Helmcken asked how the Attorney- 
Qoneral proposed to enforce a Hen against a 
railway— by applying it as against the In- 
corporators ? 

Hon. Mr. Davib— Yes. 

Mb. Helmokbn said the diiBcalty about 
that would be that these persons may go out 
of the country, whereas the land cannot be 
moved. 

After much discussion the committee 
rose and reported progress. 

Hon. Mb Davie moved that this bill and 
the ono of whioh be had given notice be re- 
ferred to a oommittee consisting of Messrs. 
Williams, McPhorsoD, Holmclsen, Eberti, 
Forster and tho mover, with power to report 
a suitable bill to tho house. Agreed to. 

niLIiS INTRODnOED. 

Mr Helmcken introduced a bill respect- 
ing tho incorporation of the Stave River 
Eleotrio Power Company, Read a first 
timo. 

Hon. Mr Davie introduced a bill declar- 
ing tho right of sooiotioB incorporated for 
religious, charitable and other purposes to 
hold land. Read a firat time. 

Tho house adjourned at 5:50 p.m.

N THESE days, 
whou it Ik neoossnry 
for so many \\\w 
1 bavo never boforo 
been wage earuerH 
, to turn their talents 
into uinrkotiiblo 
coinmoclitioH, iiiau)' 
•womou aro asking and askiug with tiir- 
riblo oaruostuuss, "Bnt what is my tal- 
ent?" A very groat many of tboso wom- 
en havo only tho ordinary education of 
tho homo, so far as preparation for work 
is couccrnod, with no special training 
lu any given lino, and to thorn tlio qnoa- 
tiou is a serious one. Bnt even to thonx 
there are positions open, many of which 
are often overlooked and for which thoy 
are already propai od, and there aro other 
positions forwliich thoy may easily pro- 
paro thenisolvfs. Tho first of those I 
wish to mention is housekeeping for a 
short time. 

There are many mothers who would 
oftenor avail thouisolvos of a ueedod 
rest and change did they know of sonic 
thoroughly roliablo person who could 
take charge of tho homo and perhaps tho 
children for a short time. Many wom- 
en advertise for permanent positions as 
housekeopors, but wo uovor soo an ad- 
vertisement for such a position by tho 
weak or month. 

Besides tho timo3 of going away 
there are busy times in every mother's 
experience when there is a large amount 
of sowing to which sho must give hor 
attention, or thero is company to bo en- 
tertained, and at such times sho would 
bo glad to bo relieved of tho housekeep- 
ing dn ties. Then there are coses of aiok- 
ness in which a mother would rather 
biro n housekeeper than a nurse. Those 
would bo opportunities for the traniiient 
housekeeper. 

In some casus these positions would 
mean tho actual work of housekeeping 
whore tho mother does her own work. 
In other oasoa it would ruoau simply tho 
care and oversight of the house. In 
either case it means, in just so far as pos- 
sible, taking the mother's place, and 
there are women today wondering what 
they can do who are by nature qnalifiod 
for just such work. The work requires 
pationco, for there aro no tsvo honso- 
holds nianngfid just tho same, no two 
families of children are by nature or 
training just alike, and the one who 
goes from homo to home must be able to 
adapt herself to different surroundings 
and to keep herself positively from all 
forms of gossip. 

A position which a young girl might 
satisfactorily fill is mother's assistant. 
There are many girls who havo boon 
well and carefully trained by their 
mothers who oajinot take ontiro charge 
of housework, cannot do all kinds of 
sowing, and so have felt iucompotont for 
either kind of work when tho necessity 
for earning money arose. But why not 
advertise for a place as mother's assist- 
ant? Oh, I know so many mothers who 
would bo glad if they could find somo 
one who did not havo a "specialty" and 
liraw the line there, some one who 
would be willing to help them with tho 
housework and with tho sewing and 
then, too, with tho childron. Of course 
a girl who does all these things must of 
necessity be, to some extent at least, a 
part of the family, and so a girl of good 
character and good family is rociuirod. 

Perhaps ynn think such a position 
would mean hard work, but this is not 
necessarily so. It is easier to work at a 
variety of occupations than to keep 
steadily at one kind of work f(jr tho 
same lent;tli of time, and with a thoii;,'lit- 
ful and rea.sonably kind employer siieh 
a position would be much moro agree- 
able than working alone in tho kitchen 
or sowing room all day. 

Tho very fact that such help is rare 
insures you work if you will but aci.'c[)C 
it. 

The occupation of millinery by thu day 
difl'urs from those just described in thi.s 
Important portioular— that it requires 
either a natural aptitude or an ospooial 
training, perhaps both, but doubtless 
there aro many who aro adai)tod to this 
work and aro quito capable of doing it 
with satisfaction who cannot obtain 
work in any store, at tho present timo at 
least. In this easowhy not advertise for 
places to do nnllinery work by the day 
or to trim hats at a reasonable price, 
each at homo? Many women havo good 
material stored away whicli they would 
bo glad to use for themselves or for the 
young girls of tho family if they could 
havo tho work douo at a reasouablo rate 
and without tho additioual oxpen.sd 
which is suro to accrue if tho work is 
douo at a milliuoryostablishmont whore 
"old material" is always regarded with 
contempt. If yen understand tho trade 
and liavo tho "knack" of trimming 
tastefully, stylishly and with duo regard 
to what is becoming to tho face of tho 
wearer, your new mode of pursuing yonr 
vocation will bo sure to moot with ap- 
preciation. 

With tho dyes that aro now sold by 
all druggists it is so easy a matter to do 
successful dyuiug that I have often won- 
dered why Komo enterprising woman 
lUd not add tliat useful branch of work 
to her present oinployniont. I Iciiow of 
women who tliink but littlo moro of 
dyeing a piece of g(jods than thoy would 
of washing it, and thoy invariably ob- 
tain good results. With thoso dyes ox- 
plloit directions are given, and with a 



Etriofc adherence to these rules you may 

bo sure of success. Tho proprietors of 
thoso dyes havo also issued a book which 
thoy call "Successful Homo Dyeing, " 
by tho use of which any woman of or- 
dinary ability could learn to do this 
work well. The book, besides telling how 
to dye cloths, contains many usefnlhlnts 
which oonld certainly be turned to very 
practical account, such as directions for 
coloring straw hats, ribbons, foathors, 
window shades and other useful articles. 
After a careful study of this book, which 
is issued free, any woman could add to 
hor ndvortisomont for washing and iron- 
ing, "Homo dyeing carefully and suc- 
cessfully done. " 

A woman with a family which keeps 
her from going out to work may find 
profitable eniploymeut, if sho bo a thor- 
oughly good cook, by doing homo bak- 
ing to order. Many women who do their 
own work would bo glad to bo relieved 
of a part of tho baking if thoy could get 
gouniuo home baking done for them. In 
other oases where help is kept there are 
often times of extra work on tho arrival 
of company, when it would bo a groat 
convonienco to bo able to give an order 
for a cake or a salad, baked beans or a 
moat pie with the assurance that it 
would be good. 

Many leading grocers in our largo 
cities, too, keep on hand a supply of 
homomado cakes, all baked by ouo wom- 
an upon whom they can roly. 

Two things aro requisite — neatness 
and tho use of first class goods only. 

The woman who is skillful witli her 
noedlii can nowadayB develop a few 
specialties, and advertising these can 
attract notice whicli an ordinary adver- 
tisoniont for sowing would not attract. 

For making infants' outfits some care- 
ful preparation is neoos.sary, but it may 
bo easily acquired and without oxiieuse 
Tho foundation for this preparation 
must bo tho ability to do fine hand work, 
such as dainty hemming and hemstitch- 
ing, fancy applied stitching and at least 
plain embroidery. For tho special prep- 
aration visit tho mothers you know 
host for tho latest and best suggestions 
they can give you, and then visit tho 
stores and examine the baby outfits thero 
shown. 

Hand work U now given tho rightful 
proferonco over machine made embroid- 
eries and laces in tho wardrobes of tho 
littlo folks, and tho greater yonr pro- 
floioncyin this line the more highly will 
your work bo prized. 

A dressmaker might add to her adver- 
tisement for sowing, "Making over of 
dresses a specialty. " That wo havo to 
make over our dresses, wo all acknowl- 
edge, with a Blgh — nearly all of us at 
least — and the sewing girl who would 
oonragoonsly volunteer for such work 
would bo duly rowardetl with tho work. 
There are methods and methods in every 
occupation, and this applies even in tho 
making over of dresses. You may not 
bo able to reach tho extreme of economy 
gained by tho individual who advertised, 
"Largo sleeves made from small ones 
without tho expense of now material," 
but you will gain many economical and 
useful ideas when yon turn yonr atten- 
tion to making over. Another equally 
profitable branch of this work is tho 
making of suits for little boys from tho 
partially worn and discarded suits of 
the older mombors of the family. This, 
with a good pattern, is an easy matter 
to do well, df spite the prevailing belief 
to tho contrary. The very homeliness of 
tho work commouds it to practical wom- 
en of all classes. 

An advertisement to this effect would 
serve as a good beginning: "Wanted — 
Sowing. The planning and making over 
of clothes for women and children a spe- 
cialty. " 

Many persons send their curtains 
away to bo cleaned or laundered, and 
when ready to hang them aro in despair 
because of tho undreamed of rents in 
their surface. These thoy repair with 
wliat fikiU thoy may, but the mended 
spots aro always conspicuous — to them- 
solves at least. 

As the cleaning or laundering of cur- 
tains brings a good prico, a woman at 
homo could afTord to wash and mend 
them at tho usual rato for cleaning un- 
less tho curtains were so old as to re- 
quire a large amount of mending. The 
curtains should bo mended boforo wash- 
ing and looked over again after washing 
fr)r additional rents. They should be 
dried by stretching and not ironed. 

Holes should be mended by replacing 
tho place gone with not or whatever 
material is nearest lilco the body of tliti 
curtain, and upon this darn, embroider 
or braid the iiiissing pattern with as ex- 
act a reproduction of tlie original a.s pos- 
.sible. l^actico will make jierfect. 

To be able to do one thing and to do 
it well is becoming nior(i and moro tho 
test for obt:uning vork in our modern 
civilization. Let that ouo thing be what 
it may, if it is useful and well done it 
is suro to moot with success.

FIEE BUGS AT WOKK. 

Further Attempts to Bara Down 
.. Toronto Property— General 
Alarm Mauifesteil. 

Many Larsre Concerns Threatened— 
The Uethodlst Book Boom 
Not Forgottin. 



Toronto, Jan. 22,- (Special)— The mer- 
ohanta of this olty are almost panic-stricken 
on account of the recent fires, and the bare- 
faced attempts to destroy other buildings. 
The Richmond chambers received a visit 
from an inoendiary a few days ago. The 
faots are well remembered bow when the 
janitor wenli into the first floor lavatory in 
the morning, he found some slabs had been 
oat out of tho cloaet door and whittled into 
shavings, placed in a corner and set on fire. 
Either the fire went out or the miscreant 
was disturbed, for with tho exception of 
singing the woodwork, no great damage 
was done. While investigating tho attempt 
on the Richmond chambers tho Colonist's 
roproBentativo disuovored that many largo 
concerns had received letters threatening 
thorn with a fate similar to those of the 
Globo and S.F. MoKinnon's largo eatablish- 
niont. Among others to whom letters wore 
sent was the .Molhodist Book and Publieh- 
ivg Company, Canada's largest bookbinding 
and publlahing oatabliahment, located on 
Richmond atreot, next to tho Richmond 
chambers. Their premises extended back 
to Temporaneo street in the roar. 

Strenuous efforts were made to aupproBS 
tho nowB that the letter had bom received, 
and so sucooasful were thoao tfl'jrts that tho 
fact has not boon published locally. Tho 
letter states that the writer, though unsuc- 
oessful in some of his attempts, had in tho 
main suooeeded, and that be had picked for 
his next viotim the Methodist Book and 
Publishing Co., and the Be v. Mr. Briggs, its 
manager. The block in which the book 
rooms are looated is one of the moat im- 
portant in tho oity, containing the Ontario 
College of Physicians and Sargeons, the 
City and County registry offices, the Veter- 
inary college, a large carriage manufacturing 
comptny, and a boat of smaller oonoerns. 
Aid. McMurrich, tho ohairman of the fire 
and light committee, when interviewed by 
the Colonist, said : " The result of tho re- 
cent fires has been that $150,000 of now in- 
saranoe has been put on in tho last few 
days. Meanwhile the merohants are losing 
sleep over the dilatory policy of tho council 
is not procuring sufBoient fire proteotion. 
The polioo department appear to be para- 
lyzed with tho audacity of the inoendarios, 
and seem powerless to act.

STRIKING CAR MEN. 



The Trouble In Brooklyn Continnes- 
The Sltaation. Appears to Be, 
More Serions. 



The Mayor's Proclamation -Master 
Workman Connolly's Charges 
Afirainst the Troops. 

Brooklyn, N.Y., Jan. 22.— Mob violence 

continued In tho presonco of the troops In 
Brooklyn to-day. The troops fired upon 
the mobs to-night. Adjutant-General Mo- 
Alpin, sent by Governor Morton from 
Albany to ascertain the exact situation, has 
been here and gone to report to the Gover- 
nor to-ntght. 

The mayor has issued an additional pro- 
clamation aa followa : " Law and order 
muBt prevail first in this commnnity ; it 
must bo respected by all and must bo en- 
forced upon all, even if it takea tho entire 
force of tho state." 

The ailuation haa grown more serious dur- 
ing the day. To-night the outlook ia most 
grave. The breach between the striking 
employees of the trolly linoa and 
the oompanioa has been widened 
by the day's doinga. Master Workman 
Connolly deolarca that tho troops of the 
Seventh regiment raided a poaooablo asBom- 
blago of workingmon, soizod their papers 
and records and ran things with a high 
hand. Tho militia admit throwing out a 
cordon of aoldiors for two blocka from the 
Ridgewood depot, and incidentally penning 
200 strikers in tho Odd Follows' hall for two 
hours while the oars wero operated on the 
Gates avenue line. They deny aolzing books 
and papers. 

M»yor Sohioron, Adjutant-General Mo- 
Alpin, Brigadior-Genoral McLeor and all 
tho high ofiiuials of tho civil and military 
authoritioB, mot in what may bo termed a 
council of war. Tho result may dovolop in 
aocion by the Governor. The car companies 
made some progress toward resnming traffic. 
In one case troops lined the route for blocks 
and shot at people in the windows who 
threw missiles, and in the other troop " A " 
charged with drawn skbros to rescue a car 
in the hands of the mob. Both these affairs 
in which the troops figured took place in 
broad daylight. Minor disturbanoes were 
reported from various parts of the oity. 

There were only a dozen arrests in all that 
had connection with the disturbances. The 
strikers captured men hired by the oom- 
puniea to fill their places. In some cttsos 
they used moral suasion, and in others it is 
said they used force to kidnap the non-union 
men. To-night the Seventh regiment fired 
on a gang of men who stood 
opposite tho Halsey street car 
houses near Broadway. Two men in 
the crowd were sorioasly injured 
and it ia reported that the crowd carried 
away others who wore wounded by bullets 
from tho soldiers' guns. 

The militia attacked tho mob at Broad- 
way and Halsey streets just before II 
o'clock to-night. Two mon aro reported 
killed. 

This day's doinga were oharaoterizad by a 
number of most ezoitiog incidents in whioh 
tho strikers, tho troops and the people o&me 
into collision. There were about four hun- 
dred linemen employed on the trolley lines. 
They are under contract to work until Feb. 
26tb, Pres. Lewis and Norton said this even- 
ing that they had not heard that their line- 
men will strike In the morning. '' 

IMPORTANT ARREST. 

An Important Public OiUcial Arrested at 
Port Townsend Ohareed With 
Forgery. 

Port Townshnd, Jan. 22.— (Special)— 
Ex-Immigration Inspector Thomas M, 
Fisher, deputy county olerk and prose- 
cuting attorney of Island county, was 
arrested here to-night charged with forging 
the endoraation of the Canadian onstoms 
officer at Vauconver to aoheokfor $850 whioh 
was in payment for Information given to the 
United States officers which load up to the 
seizure of four hundred pounds of opium at 
Astoria in September, 1893. Fisher denies 
tho charge and says the forgery was com- 
mitted by or through tho inBtrumentality of 
Lockwood, Mulkey and Strout, a firm of 
Portland attorneya. It beara tho forged 
endoraation of the informer and Lockwood, 
It was issued by Collector Taylor, of 
Astoria, and cashed three days later at 
Portland,

JUDICIAL ARRANGEMENTS 

Deslirned to Gratify tho Dcslro of Vancouver 
for a Kealdeut Supreme Court Judge. 

Two bills designed to solve the problem of 
securing tho residence of a supreme court 
judge at Vancouver wore introduced by the 
Attorney-General in the legislature yester- 
day afternoon. The first is " An act re- 
specting the territorial division of British 
Columbia for judicial and other purpoaea," 
— to bo known as tho " Counties Defini- 
tion act, 1895" — and prococda to define the 
divisions, to bo known as " counties " aa 
followa, subjected to amendment from time 
to time by order-in-counoil for purposes of 
local convenience : 

1. Tho County of Victoria— To include 
tho olootoral diatriots of : 1. Victoria City ; 
2 North Victoria ; .'1. South Viotoria ; t. 
Fr(|uimalt. 

2. The County of Nanaimo — To include 
tho electoral districts of : 1, Nanaimo City; 
2. North Nanaimo j South Nanaimo ; 4. 
Cowiohan-Alberni ; D. Comoz ; 6. Casaiar. 

3. The County of Vancouver — To inolude 
the eleotoral distriots of s I. Vanonuver 
City ; 2. Richmond riding of New West- 
minster, except the municipality of Bur- 
naby. 

4. The County of Westminator— To in- 
olado tho electoral districts of : 1. New 
Westminster City ; 2 Delta riding ; 3. 
Cbilliwack riding ; 4. Dewdney riding ; 5. 
Mnnicipallty of Burnaby ; 6. Hope and 
Yale polling divisions of Vale. 

5. The County of Yale— Including the 
Kamloops, Nicola Lake, Okanagan and 
Rock Creek polling divisions of Yale eleo- 
toral district. 

The County of Cariboo — Including the 
eleotoral districts of : 1, Cariboo ; 2, Lil- 
looet ; 3, Lytton and Cache Creek polling 
divisions of Yale, 

7. Tho County of Kootonay— Including 
the electoral districts of : 1, Fast Kootenay ; 
2, West Kootenay, 

The second bill in " to further amend the 
supreme conrt aot," whioh it docs so as to 
make provision for reatrioting the juriedio- 
tion of the judges ia some reepoots to coun- 
ties assigned to them. The act is not to af - 
foot the jurisdiotion of a judge when sitting 
at Viotoria in the Fall or in the Divisional 
c >urt, or in any appeal court ; but no 
Supreme court judge designated to Vancou- 
ver or Westminster la to have jurisdiction 
in any County court in Viotoria or Nanaimo. 
The bill provides : 

4. It shall be lawful for the Oovernor- 
Qeneral, by order-in-conncil or otherwise, 
from time to time to assign to each of the 
counties of Westminster and Vancouver one 
of the jadges of the Supreme court, and to 
the ootinty of Viotoria three of snob judges, 
and to direct that the jadges so assigned 
shall reside and usually discharge their 
duties in tho counties to which they are 
reapeotively aasignod. The Governor-Gen- 
eral may also, by tho order-In-oonnoil as- 
signing a judge to a certain county, or 
otberwice, add to the district in which he is 
to dischargo his dnties ono or more of the 
counties for whioh no provision for a resi- 
dent judge is herein made, and may vary 
any arrangement so mado. 

5. The Judges of tho Supremo court as- 
signed to the respective countioa of West- 
minater and Vancouver shall, at their choice, 
rcapectively reside in either the cities ot 
New Westminster or Vancouver, or within 
tlx miles of either of thoBo places. 

7. Until otherwise ordered by competent 
authority, tho judges aeaigned to usually 
discharge their du'ies in tho county of Vic- 
toria shall rcapectively, in addition to thoao 
duties, dischargo tho dutica appertaining to 
tho oonnties of Nanaimo and Cariboo ; and 
the judges assigned to usually dieobarge 
their duties in the counties of Westminstor 
and Voncouvor, respectively, shall. In ad- 
dition to their other duties, discharge tho 
judicial functions appertaining to the coun- 
ties of Yale and Kootenay.
